(00 from the Standard Oil company and sub- 
mitted to that company the report of the 
federal industrial commission in advance of 
its submission to congress. 

The Philadeiphia North American alse is 
charging that Penrose procured his seat in 
the senate through bribery and corruption. 

Du Pont is charged with having purchased 
his seat. ' 

Calliton and Watson are charged with hav- 
ing secured their seats through bribery.

In only one case, that of Senator Penrose, 
has an investigation been ordered. The 
charges against Du Pont were made in the 
open senate months ago by Senator Reed 
of Missouri. They have been siumbering 
since in the files of the committee on priv- 
lege and elections, of which Senator Dilling- 
ham of Vermont and Lorimer fame, is cheir- 
Man. 

The charges against Chilton and Watson, 
presented in a petition signed by Gov. Glass- 
cock of. West Virginia and other citizens of 
that state, were read in part in the senate 
today and then, upon motion of Senator Mc- 
Cumber were expunged from the record and 
referred to the privilege and elections com- 
mittee. Nothing will be done about them 
until next winter and perhaps not then. 


Cullom Insists on Facts, 

The filibuster against the broadened Pen- 
rose resolution collapsed as a result of a 
conference today of the leaders of the old 
guard, all Penrose’s friends. They were 
(yallinger of New Hampshire, presiding of- 
ficer of the senate; Smoot of Utah, Crane of 
Massachusetts, Brandegee of Connecticut, 
McCumber of North Dakota, and Cullom of 
Tilinois. 

At first it was the disposition of Gallinger, 
Smoot, Crane, Brandegee, and McCumber to 
continue the filibuster, and thus prevent the 
acoption of the Penrose resolution as amend- 
ed by Senator Poindexter of Washington. 

But Senator Cullom insisted.that no one 
must be screened and noone persecuted. He 
declared he proposed to vote for a resolution 
so bruad as to assure the country getting all 
the facts. 

The discussion developed the view that the 
refusal of the Clapp committee to hear Col. 
Roosevelt today; in answer to the charges 
of Penrose and John D. Archbold of the 
Standord Ol] trust, and the filibuster the old 
gvarc has conducted against the adoption 
of the Penrose resolution really are helping 
Instead of hurting the colonel. Under the 
circumstances it was deemed advisable not 
to Offer any further opposition to the adop- 
then of the resolution. 


Text of Amended Resolution, 

Bo when the matter was brought up in 
the senate this afternoon no further dis- 
cussion occurred, and the resolution received 
Unanimous approval. Its text is as follows:

AGE LIMIT OF 30 REDUCED 


Directors Decide Girl 5 Years 
Old Capable of Caring 
for Self. 


AGAINST “OLD LADIES’ ROME” 


The board of directors of the Young Wom- 
an's Christian association, housed on Michi- 
gan boulevard, has revised its official opinion 
as to how old a woman has to be before she 
must cease to be regarded as young. 

Formerly the board considered a woman 
young at thirty. Now, however, the board 
has reached the conclusion that women are 
no longer young after they have passed the 
twenty-five year mark. 

The board's opinion on this delicate sub- 
ject is crystallized in twenty-one pink slips 
which were received by as many girls yes- 
terday. The slips invited the women to pack 
up and leave. It is required that their rooms 
be vacated by Sept. 2 


Aim to Aid Newcomers. 

The siips were not sent out until the board 
of directors had cogitated long and deeply. 
There is constant pressure on the board for 
rooms in the Y. W. C. A. house, These are 
from young girls in country towns who have 
offers of employment in Chicago but fear to 
come here without protection. 

The purpose it was intended to serve in 
establighing the home was to care for girls 
in this position. 

Formerly the board was content to regard 
as young women who were under 30. Twenty- 


| one women over 25 were admitted to the 


house on this ruling. The same ruling al- 
lowed them to maintain residence in the house 


young girls who want to come into the home, 
however, the board has reduced its age limit. 

The new ruling was decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the board on Thursday. Then the 
board women voted that any young woman 
of 25 who has lived in the Y. W. C. A. home 
three years should be able to take care of her- 
pelt. . 

No “Old Ladies’ Home.” 

“It is not unusual to ask young women to 
leave the Y. W. C. A.,’’ said Mrs. N. I. Car- 
penter, the superintendent. “It is customary 
for the board to make lists twice a year, 
asking girls to leave, I understand. The 
building cannot be enlarged. The demand 
for young girls coming to the city, who need 
protection, cannot be disregarded. There ig 
nothing to do but ask the older girls to make 
room for the new ones coming in, inexperi- 
enced and unable to command large salaries. 
Why, if some such rule were not made, the 
Y. W.C. A. would be turned into an old ladies’ 
home in no time.’’ 

Mra Carpenter says she is sure all the 
young women asked to leave make fair 
salaries and are capable of taking care of 
themselves. 

“IT have had nothing to do with making out 
the Hsts,”"’ said the superintendent. “The 
executive board did that. The board has 
nothing against the young women. It isonly 
@ question of room. Every day letters are 
pouring in from girls over the country, ask- 
ing for board in the home. This demand 
cannot be overlooked,” 


Ousted Girls Complain, 

The young women themselves have dif- 
ferent opinions and are not so complacent 
as the superintendent. 

“I think they should have allowed us to 
stay our-five years out.” declared one young 
woman who received a pirtk slip. “ We went 
in under the five year rule and we should re- 
main under the five year rule. They could 
start in with the new ones on the ‘ three 
years.’ We feel hurt." 

One young woman in the departing twenty- 
one has been a resident of the Y. W. C. A. 
home for nine years. When she begins to 
pack, every evening after work, she é@xperi- 
erices a dull sensation that is “‘ awful,’’ she 
says. 

“T can’t get away by next Monday,” de- 
clared Jennie, snappishly, ‘‘and I am no 
going to try.’’ 

“ Exceptions will be made in cases where 
young women cannot find suitable boarding 
places, I am sure,’ said the superintendent. 
“They will be permitted to stay until) they 
find places. Any young Woman may remain 
as long as she wishes if she chooses to pay $2 
a day as a transient.” 

Meanwhile, the packing, the visiting, and 
the farewell feasts continue. 


J.P. MORGAN TO SUPPORT TAFT, 
“THE LEAST OF THREE EVILS.” 


Financier Has Made Decision After 
Study of Situation—Means Finan- 
cial Support for Republicans. 


New York, Aug. 26.—J. Pierpont Morgan 
has decided to support Taft. This means 
that he will help finance the Republican 
campaign. He always gives liberally when 
he gives at all. 

Mr. Morgan ie one of those men—rare 
financiers "—who give their 
personal check openly to a party commilitee 
and ecorn indirection, even though they hate 


| publicity about their doings. 


When Mr. Morgan returned from Europe 
@ month ago he told his friends he was " dis- 
gusted with the political situation.’’ Since 
then he has looked over the ground. He has 
decided that “Gov. Wilson has no definite 
pelicy, that Roosevelt has no party, and 
that Taft is the least of three evils,” 

The financier is cruising on his yacht Cor- 
sair, but the news of his decision reached the 
Republican headquarters today and made the

STAMP SALE GUT OFF, T00 


Almost the last vestige of Chicago's Sun- 
day mail service was lopped off yesterday. 
Beginning next Sunday the only mail matter 
that will reach the addressee on the Sab- 
bath will be apeciail delivery letters and 
packages. 

This is the effect of a provigion of the post- 
office appropriation bill hitting not only Chi- 
cago but New York. Boston, Philadeiphia, 
and all the other large cities of the country. 
Under this provision no mail will bé deliv- 
ered to the adWiressee on Sunday even if he 
calls in person at the postoffice, 

For seventeen months the local service on 
Sunday has been reduced far below that on 
weekdays. There has been one morning de- 
livery to newspapers and hotels and the gen- 
eral delivery windows have been open from 
10 a. mto noon.” Now these ere shut off. 
Even the sale of stamps !s stopped. 


Provision in the Law. 

The provision under which delivery of mail 
will be barred reads as follows: 

That hereafter postoffices of the first 
and second classes shall not be open on 
Sundays for the: purpose of delivering 
mail to the general public, but this pro- 
vision shall not prevent the prompt de- 
livery of special delivery mail 
The department has issued orders to all 

postoffices to put the new ruling in effect next 
Sunday. There will be only clerks enough 
to handle mail in transit. 

The postoffice authorities have construed it 
as applying to government mail in Washing- 
tom and elsewhere, and there will be no de- 
livery of this character on Sundays. 

The sale of stamps at drug stores will be 
materially increased. 


HITCHCOCK TALKS OF ORDER. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—" The new 
law as to postoffice closing on Sunday wil) 
be put in operation next Sunday,” 
paid Postmaster Genera] Hitchcock tonight. 
“Why the law wae put in the appropriation 
bill I can only guess. The department had 
nothing to do with it. In fact, we knew noth- . 
ing of it until a copy of the bill was received 
after it had been passed by the postofiice 
committee of the house and senate. 

“The law, I imagine, will cause some in- 
convenience. Probably the hardest hit will 
be the newspapers and the patrons of hotels 
and apartment houses. How to remedy con- 


ditions under the new order cannot be deter- 


mined until the law has been tried. We may 
extend the especial delivery service to the 


newepapers. 

“This, with a small additional cost to the 
publishers, would assure the delivery of 
newspapers to newe stands outside of the 
cities where the papers are published, as, for 
instance, a newspaper shipping papers to a 
news stand in one of the hotels at Atlantic 
City will be able to have thoge papers de- 


Mvered only by special delivery. True, if | 


there are meny news dealers outside the city 
where the papers are published, this special 
delivery item will amount to something. 
Under the law the special delivery rate can- 
net be reduced.”

“ZL” Wages Still in Question. 
The statement of the employése’ delegates 


favor of it carried the contingent understand- 
ing that the offer of the elevated men would 
be satisfactory. This was expected, for the 
men of the three unions involved had pledged 
themselves to stand together. 

The agreement was made with the under- 
standing that the entire offer must be accept- 
eé—that is, the men cannot vote to accept 
the wage offer and refuse the renewal of the 
other terms.

There was no concealment of satisfaction 
by the principals. Mahon looked a year 
younger. Mayor Harrison, to whose aid in 
settling the dispute both aides pay consid- 
erable tribute, smiled cheerfully as he left 
thecity hall to return to his interrupted vaca- 
tion. In his stay he has seen the milk ordi- 
nance passed and has watched practically a 
settlement of the traction trouble. 


Done What He Was Called to Do. 

‘'T have done everything I was called here 

to do,” he said. ‘‘ Twice at bat, two home 
runs, and I carry a 1,000 batting average. 
—* My anxiety is over,’’ he continued, seri- 
ously. ‘‘ The companies have made the last 
concession, agreeing to pay 1 cent additional 
to the men not affected in the other agree- 
ment. These were the points at variance 
after the Rebortay night conference. It 
affects 344 men with the City Railway and 
one-third that number with Chicago Rail- 
ways. The union heads have agreed to go 
back to their joint committee and urge them 
to accept. In other words, the question of 
strike practically is eliminated.” 

“There is just one more thing ahead of 
us,”’ said President Busby of the City Rail- 
way. ‘“‘ The men are to vote on the question, 
and either accept the whole th.ng or nothing. 
The latter possibility we do not !ook for, and I 
think everything Is disposed of. 

“This new contract will continue three 
years. The men have been given a good 
deal, and we look for them to continue co- 
operating with us to our mutual advantage. 
Service has been getting better year by year, 
and it is going to continue to improve. That 
ig the prime purpose of the companies.”’ 


New Cars for Cottage Grove Line. 

Mr. Busby said 111 of the City Railway's 
new type “near stop’ cars have arrived. 
They will be put in service on the Cottage 
Grove avenue lines, including! the Grand 
Crossing, Fifty-fifth street, and Jackson park 
divisions, the present cars on these lines go- 
ing to replace single truck cars on less im- 
portant routes. 

The new cars are devised for the near stop, 
now forced by city ordinance, and apparently 
satisfactory to companies and patrons. The 
entrance is at the extreme front of the right 
side, the exit just back of it, both doors oper- 
ated by the motorman, who heretofore has 
had nothing to do while the car was standing. 
The conductor occupies a cage back of the 
motorman. The old rear platform is elim- 
inated and the space it occupied given up to 
more seats. 

The new cars will havea little larger capac- 
ity than the old type, but w]ll serve their 
principal purpose in making it possible to 
board the car from the -street crossing, in- 
stead of forty feet away. 

Eventually the new type cars will replace 
the old style on all the important lines.

OUSTED BY A COMMITTEE. 


Friends of Black Members De- 
elare the Action Taken 
Lacks Any Authority. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Milwaukee, Wis.,.. Aug..26.-—([Special.]— 
Whether the American Bar association shall 
have three negro members promises to start 
a battle at the annual meeting, which begins 
tomorrow. Attorney General Wickersham 
arrived here this afternoon to prevent the 
ousting of three colored lawyers, one of 
whom is his assistant. He said he will take 
the floor to lead his fight, if opportunity is 
offered. 

“I deny the right of the executive commit- 
tee to oust a person from membership after 
that person has been elected to membership, 
regerdiess of whether that person is a negro, 
an Indian, or a woman,” he asserted. 

The negro members against whom the fight 
is centered are William H. Lewis, an aasist- 
ant to the attorney general; Butler R. .Wil- 
son of Boston, and William R. Morris of 
Minneapolis. 


Appeal Made to Dickinson. 

Opponents of negro membership have been 
trying to get former Secretary of War Dick- 
inson to take the floor leadership agatinet his 
former cabinet colleague. Mr. Dickirison has 
a legal residence :n Tennessee, where it is 
customary to question the social and profes- 
sional equality of colored men. 

Efforts have been made to have as many of 
the 234 Chicago members of the association 
present as possible when the matter Is dis- 
cussed. : 

Opponents of the colored men hope to defer 
action on the question !f possible until the 
next annual meeting, when, it is argued, no 
political campaign will be on. 


Sees Politics in Move. 

One lawyer high in the councils of the asso- 
ciatiow and of national reputation said: 

‘ This fight for the three negroes looks like 
an effort to win the sympathy of the colored 
men. Who do you suppose wants right now 
the sympathy, and perhaps the votes of the 
negroes? They have been barred repeatedly 
from the association. The records will prove 
that. 

‘““Now comes Attorney General Wicker- 
sham to the meeting of the association. 
Never before has he been at an association 
meeting within my recollection. He has 
come to hurl a fire brand. Does he do that 
for the benefit of the association? If so, 
where does the benefit comein? 

“Many of the members attend these an- 
nual meetings accompanied by their wives 
and daughters. Thursday evening we/will 
have our antmwal vanquet. I don't believe 
those who are urging the admission of the 
megro lawyers want their wives and daugh- 
ters seated between colored men and women 
at a dinner. 3 

“ The truth is, somebody wants the sym- 
pathy of the negro voters. Do you catch the 
point?’ 


One Signs Minority Report. 
The negro question will be préBented by 
the executive committee in a special report 
In addition to President 8. 8S. Gregory of 
Chicago, that report is signed by George 
Whitelock, Baltimore; Frederick Wadhams, 
Albany; Lynn Helm, Los Angeles! John Hin- 
ley, Baltimore; Hollis R. Bailey, Boston; 
Edgar H. Farrar, New Orieans; and AldisB. 
Browne, Washington. 

Ralph W. Breckenridge of Omaha signed a 
minority report. Breckenridge denies the 
“ power of the committee to rescind the elec. 
tion,” and intimates the arsociation has the 
power to overrule the «ommittee action. 

The executive committee says it was “In 
ignorance of material facts” when it ad- 
mitted then and last Januaty it voted to ex- 
pel Lewis. The attorney general protested 
and pointed out that two other colored law- 
yers are members. 


‘ Makes It a Clean Sweep. 

The executive committee in its report says 
it did not know of the others, so last week it 
rescinded its action with reference to Wilson 
and Morris, as it has been the “ settled prac- 
tice of the association to elect only white 
men.”’ 

President Gregory will probably be an im- 
portant factor in the final action. His signa- 
ture to the committee report indicates his po- 
sition. He has declined to make any further 
statement, although the local papers say he 
favors deferring action fora year. None of 
those opposed to the colored lawyers would 
give a formal statement,

IN PLOT TO KILL COREAN. 


Counsel] for Defense Declares the Rev. 
George S. McCune, Presbyterian, Was 
_ Implicated in Conspiracy. 


SEOUL, Corea, Aug. 26.—At the resumption 
today of the trial of 123 Coreans charged 
with conspiring against the Japanese gov- 
ernment and with piotting to kill Count Ter- 
auchi, governor general of Corea, counsel 
fer the defense pleaded leniency for the ac- 
cused, 

The prosecution was concluded Saturday 
with the demand that Baron Yunchiho and 
five other alleged leaders of the conspiracy 
be sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment and 
that each of the other 117 prisoners be given 
a term ranging from five to eight years.

MUTINY 


Crew of United States Gunboat 
Dubuque Verify Reports. 


FOUR MEN HAVE DESERTED, 


Pantry Plundered When “Hard Tack” 
Diet Is Offered, 


Members of the crew of the United States 
gunboat Dubuque, upon arriving in Chicago 
tast night, told how four naval reserve men 
had deserted at Mi:waukee as the climax to 
mutiny during a lake crulse. 

Stories also were told of six men having 
deserted from the Dubuque'’s sister ship. Yan- 
tic. dubbed “‘ Frantic ’’ among the men be- 
cause of its lively crew. 

Fhe men escaped from the Dubuque by 
crawling along an anchor chain to the shore. 
An eye witness said he saw the fugitives 
board the tender of an outging Chicago and 
Northwestern train. 


Men Plunder Pantry. 

That the pantry on the Dubuque was plun- 
dered by the crew seems evident. A can of 
silmon was found tn the coal bunkers, whi'e 
the firemen had become accustomed to find 
two or three empty cans under the boilers in 
every fire they “pulled.” 

The men who are sald to have deserted 
from the Dubuque In Milwaukee are Hunter 
and Collins, firemen; Cagey, oiler, and Good- 
win, sallor. 

The Dubuque was under command of Capt. 
E. A. Evers, who last night made this state- 
ment: 

‘The stories circulated of mut'ny, gun- 
toting by the crew, etc. are entire'y un- 
aes, Thy They must have been started by 
the fact that.two of our men did not return 
on board in time after their shore leave tn 
Milwaukee. They will be tried by deck court 
martial.’ : 


Diet of Hard Tack.” 

The Dubuque left Chicago on Aug. 6 with 
about 175 members of the Illinols naval re- 
serve on board. At South Manitou islands 
it joined in target practice with the Don 
Juan de Austria, the Hawk, the Essex, Goph- 
er, Yantic, and Wolverine. 

After leaving the islands the crew fora few 
days had to eat “ hard tack,” because the 
facilities of the islands cou'd not supply 
bakery goods. but members of the crew said 
last night that throughout the trip they had 
plenty of canned fruit and that the fare had 
been satisfactory to them. 

But there was one disgruntled member of 
the crew whg hinted that ‘ the cruigelof the

Young writes, “and yet the teachérs of 
those subjects are paid on the lowest sched- 
ule, What wonder is it that teachers of 
pronounced ability are preparing to teach 
one subject only. The work is lighter and 
the remuneration greater.*’ 


Urges Study by Committee, 

She recommends that the board appoint 
% committee to study the relative value of 
the work in the schools and compire it with 
the salary schedule, and suggests that friends 
of the pension scheme should wc.k to secure 
annuities larger than the present amount

Senators Chamberlain, Mart'n, Swanson, 
and Culberson, after fighting for the payment 
of the “state claims " embodied in the gen- 
éral deficiency bill, ylelded to the urgings of 
their colleagues and permitted the senate to 
yield to the demands of the house and strike 
these claims from the bill. 

In return for this concession, however, they 
received the promise of support next winter, 
when the claims again will be pressed for 
payment. 

With these old claims, amounting in all to 
$600,000, went the “‘ extra month's’ pay for 
congressioga! employés, which the senate de- 
manded and the house refused to give. 

In the last half hour of the session, while 
President Taft waited in his special room to 
sign the measures of the dying congress, an 
attempt was made to rusn through a special 
resolution giving the employés the ‘extra 
month,"’ but the house again blocked it. 


Taft Signs Deficiency Bill. .- 

The president signed the general deficiency 
bill at 4:10 o'clock, making certain the pay- 
ment of the $1,800,000 deficiency in army pay, 
the $150,000 for the Gettysburg memorial cel- 
ebration next year, the $360,000 for extension 
of customs work, and scores of other impor- 
tant payments.

x10 R expects het baby under 
2 years old to have diarrhea occa 
sionally, but when ber older children 
+ get it she wonders why. She is 
pretty certain to accuse them of eat- 
ing green fruit of époiléd fruit or some- 
thing else forbidden. Every now and then 
the children get such attacks, and occa- 
sionally the cramping is so great that a 
physician is called in. If he be a bright, 
quick witted chap he-is likély to suspect 
lédd poisdning. If he turns about a bit 
he will find sevéral ways in which childrea 
can get hold of lead without knowing it— 
for instance, from soda water and pop. 
Every kid likes them. 

Soda water and pop are mixtures of plain 
water and carbonic acid. Carbonic acid 
dissolves léad wheréver it touches it.” Lead 
pipes make the bést and also the chéapest 
connections fot soda fountains and pop 
machines, Block tin pipes or @ p. lead 
pipes are much more expensivé and less 
well adapted to bottled waters work than 
thosé made of ordinary everyday lead. 


Pop or soda water ? ehatt touches ordinary 
lead gets & small charge of lead, not enough 
so that one bottle of pop or one glass of 
soda will kill a child, but just enough thut 
a child who drinks two or three glasses 
of soda or two or three bottles of pop a 
week from about Decoration day will be 
having spells of diarrhea and lots of cramps 
in the legs, arms, and belly by now. If 
the .poisoning is worse, the child may be 
having convulsions, or be pale, or have a 
blue’ line along the gums—occasionally 
paralysis of a leg or arm will develop. 

The preventive remedy issimple. Allow 
the child to drink no soda water except 
from fountains which advertise “(No lead 
in our soda ’’; to drink no pop unless “‘ No 
lead in this water” is blown in the bottle. 

Lots of grown peoplé aré suffering from 
lead poisoning. They do not Know it, which 
only niakes it worse. The report of the 
Illinois commission on industrial diseases 
proves that many suffer from lead poisoning, 
and also that most sufferers wonder what 
the trouble is. The symptoms of lead poi- 
soning in grown people are much the same 
as in children. 

When 4 grown person has 4 persisting 
diarrhea there is a reason and the reason 
may be lead poisoning. However,in grown 
people, as you would expect, diarrbea is 
nét so prominent a symptom as in children. 
The cramps, the paralysis, the pallor, the 
blue gum line become more important signa.

on the hands; the worker fails to wash his 
hands before taking & chew of tobacco, or 
eating his meals, or drinking water or beer, 
or doing any one of a dozén acts that every 
one does almost unconsciously but which 
serve to canry just a little lead to the mouth. 
If the amount carried was great enough to 
kneck the man right down, he would not 
repeat the thoughtless act, but it is mighty 
hard to see the importance of a thing which 
doés not show its importance until it has 
been kept up for half a year.

The emperor secured for Bérthié® a royal 
bridé in thé person of Duthess Marie of Ba- 
varia, and; on the samé occasion, invested 
him with the sovereignty of Néuthatel. He’ 
had previously received the titlés of Prinées 
and Duke of Wagram. 

Berthier’s end was tragic. On the ove 
throw’ of Napoleon in 1814 dn@ his exile to 
Elba, he allowed himself te be persuaded by 
hig wife and her ropdl relatives at Munich 
to give his allegiance to the Bourbons and to 
make his peaee with Louis X VILL, who be- 
stowed on him the highest honora 

Napoleon resented this more bittériy than 
anything else in connection with his ower 
throw. When hé quitted Elba 4 yaéir later, 
and resumed for the hundred days his throne ’ 
in Paris, Berthier, who was in Bavaria at 
the time, felt unablé to Fesist the desire té re- 
join his old friend and master and sent a mes- 
sage to ask whether he would be received. 

While Napoleon gladly welcomed all his 
former officers Without reproaching them for 
their deseftion, not évén Marshal Ney (who 
had promised to bring him to Paris in a cage), 
he sent au intimation to Berthiér that He 
would only consent to see him if He would 
appéat before him afrayed ih the uiliferm of. 
the rank bestowed upon him by Louis XVIII. 

On the artival of this message at Bamberg, 
Berthierywas so overcome by remorse that, 
after passionately embracing his children, he 
threw himself froth thé nutsery windoW of 
the royal-chateau, and was inetaritly Kiliea 
by the fail of more than 100 feet. °

Farmers Shipping to City Ask to 
Be Put on “‘Inspeeted List.’ 


ORDINANCE NOW IN EFFEOT. 


Secretary of Dealérs Insists Many Are 
Up te Standard Already.

Indications that farmers shipping mitk to 
Chicago will be willing to come under thé 
réguiations of the héw milk ordinancé wére 
pointed out yesterday. 

Thée measure, passed at the special session 
of the ceuncil called for that purpose on 
Aug. 14, becomes a paft of the murifcipal 
code this morning. From today farmers, 
as well as dealers, ¢an bé compelled to take 
all rédsonablé precautions to keep their mflk 
clean and pure. Its énforeément Will be 
conducted in a way to avoid impeving hard- 
ships on producer or seller, but it is believed 
its effect on the milk supply will be seen at 


once, 


Producers to Comply with Law. 

Represetttatives of thé health department 
dnd men who travel among the farms said 
the producers manifest an inténtion of fa- 
milierizing themselves with the regulations 
and of meeting them at the earliest possible 
moment. Some of them, it was asserted, ex- 
pressed pleasure that the ordinance had been 
passed. 

Dr. Gottfried Koehler, deputy héalth ¢om- 
missioner, said a number of farmers will ¢n- 
deavot to have their fafmsa placed on the 
“ inspected ” list aS soon as possible. 

“T think it 18 safe to say,” he asserted, 
“that @ dozen who have called at the depart- 
met said théy felt suré their farms now areé 
up to the standards required by the ordinance 
fer ‘inspected ’ milk. They called before the 
ordimancé went into effect, and I expect a 
larger number of them to make formal ap- 
plications this week to have their farms in- 
spected.” 

Dealers’ Secretary Talk& 

“ There is no question,” said Martin Kohl- 
mah, secretary of the Chicago Milk Dealers’ 
association, which opposed the ordinance 
for a tittié, “ that theré are a large number 
of farms that are up to the standards now 
and there are many more whd will bring their 
places up to the Fequired score With a few 
inexpensive changes.” 

Ald. Willis O. Nance, leader of the fight 
which browght @ebout the passage of the ordi- 
nance, received a congratulatory letter from 
Nathan Straus, the pioneer in New York's 


milk battle.

The value of the fresh air schoalrooms advo- 
cated in a recent bulletin of the department 
of health is illustrated by a report of the prog- 
rese of fresh air pupile made public today by 
the EHzabeth McCormick Memorial fund, which 
maintained last year four open air schools on 
roofs and seven open window rooms for physi- 
cally subnormal achool children of Chicago. 


Of the 367 children who attended these schools 
90 per cent improved materially in general
